Chloride of Limo for Vermin. 

A covreRpoiuleiit of tlio London 
"Builder" wiilcs: Some years ago I 
read in a FreucU Bcicniilic periodical 
tbafc chloride of lime would rid a bouHo 
of all these nuisances. I treasured up 
the information until opportunity of- 
fered for testing its value, and this oc- 
curred some four years since. I took 
an old country house, infested with 
rats, mice and Hies. I stuffed every 
rat and mouse hole with the chloride. 
I threw it on the quarry floors of the 
dairy and cellars. I kept ssuicers of 
it under tho chests and drawers, or 
some other convenient piece of furni- 
ture; in every nursery, bed or dressing 
room. An oruamental glass vase held 
a quantity at the foot of each staircase. 
Stables, cowsheds, pigsties, all had 
their dose.and the result was glorious. 
I thoroughly routed my enemies, and 
if the rats, more impudent than the 
rest, did makee rnewed attacks upon 
the dairy in about twelve mouths, 
-when, probably from repeated cleans- 
ing and flushing, all traces of the 
chloride had vanished, a handful of 
fresh again routed thorn, and left me 
master of my premises. 

Last year was a great year for 
wasps; they would n't face the chloride, 
though in the diuing room, in which 
•y/e had none, --as its smell, to me most 
lefreshiug and wholesome, is not ap- 
proved by all persons—we bad a per- 
petual warfare. And all this comfort 
for eighteen pence ! Only let house- 
wives beware that they place not the 
chloride in their china pantries, or in 
too close proximity to bright steel 
ware, or tho result will bo that 
tbeir'gildcd china will bo reduced to 
plain, and their bright steei fenders to 
rusty iron, in due time. 

Stephens on Hays.— A few days ago 
A. H. Stephens, of Georgia, spoke at 
Atlanta about tho political situation, 
as follows : 

Light is breaking. Mr. Hayes is 
doing what Mr. Tilden never could 
havo° done. Had Tilden attempted 
what Hayes has nccompUshed we 
would have Ijad another civil war. The 
revolution of sentiment in the north is 
something wonder/ul, and indicates a 
return to right principles. I think the 
inauguration of Mr. Hayes was equal, 
in the good it has effected, to the ab- 
diction of James 11. of England, and 
I think tliat events since that time 
have conspired to produce great results 
•ind prevent great evils. In my opin- 
ion the people of the south outside of 
party should su';talu and aid him in 
his policy of paeiiicatiou. I told Mr. 
Hayea tliat ho sIkuiKI cut loose from 
party and give the people good govern- 
ment and paciiicatiou,aud seven- teuths 
of tho peonio would sustain him, I 
advised him, moreover, not to have a 
hand in tho spoakei's election, but to 
appeal to the country on the strength 
of uis own executive right doing.

Tho exclusive tc.c'{;i.iijbio novfa which 
we Ifty hcforo our rciulers thia moruing is 
of nn oxcitiiiK charactor, If the conditiou 
of the Russian Kohlicis in Bulgaria is cor- 
rectly stnteil, tho army that orosBod the 
Danube firo wteks ago iu fine fighting 
trimlBsiok, starving, demoralized, and 
on tho verge of revolt. It ia said thoy re- 
fuse to take their pay iu paper-monGy ami 
demand coin. That they aio williont 
food aud thrcatuu to surreiuler to tho 
Turks if tlunr demands for uioiicy are not 
mot. This souuds very Btrant-t^dy, uom- 
iug from tho soldiers of a duspotio aud 
tyrannical govonimei.t wlio baYo always 
been popuhirly supposed not to have 
Boula of their own, to say nothing of 
bodies. Iu free America, where Jack's as 
good as his master, aud every voter is a 
sovereign, this sort of thing might be tol 
oruted; but in despotic Russia tUo situa- 
tion must bo indeed deeperatn and tho 
privations oudured great bcfoio a mur- 
mur is heard from tho lumiiiii niiK.'hiiif.s 
■who couBtituto tho arioie.s. Hupposiog 
this dispatch to I)o sonsaliomil, tho out- 
look for tho lludsians is still bad. Disease 
uud dtMilh stalk throngh their camps. Tho 
hospitals at Bucharest and elsewhere ore 
filled with patients aud medical attend- 
ance is inefllcient. Tho Russians never 
had a good commissariat, aud tho presfut 
eunipaign lias boon no exception to the 
rule, i^ishouust coulractoi s and otKcials 
aro aa uumerous as iu previous wars, aud 
tho summary execution of iialf-a-doZ(Ui of 
these worthies who were caught mixing 
lime with flour, checked for a time, bat 
did mot eradicate the evil. The Turks, 
under thoir now Prussian commanders, 
aro full of euergy, and have quite recov- 
ered their npiriis siiico the great victory 
at rievort. Tho chief reliance of thu Kus- 
siiuis is tho pontoon bridgi^^t whicdi thoy 
have swung across the Danube. Should 
those bridges be destroyed tho Kussi.ni 
supplies would bo cut oil" and retreat ren- 
dered impoKsible. In that event the 
Turks would bag the Czar and (Jzarovitch 
and their groat army, as well— just as 
Louis Napoleon aud his .'inny woro cap- 
tured at fciedaii iu 1870.

Bevoltinc^ Case of Abdaotion— Bail

In explanation 
ho urged that tho "spirits" were in tbo 
habit of using tiii.s placo to "draw 
blood for tho purpose, rather than tho 
wrist," and a comproini.so was oll'octod 
by ionving ono-hiilf tho interstice bo- 
twoou tho cud of the seam and button- 
hole uuHowed. Next, mittens were 
sowed to the wristbands. Then a coat 
with tho ends of tho sloovos sowed to- 
gether was put on and the collar l;ip- 
pod aud sewed. It was jjroposed to 
put a stitch through tho sleeve of tho 
cout and shirt, fastening the two to- 
gether when on. Objection was made 
and overruled. The circle was forni- 
od. A control ainiouncod that "ovory- 
thing was all right; Dr. ilarvoy had 
boon sent for, aud tho manifestations 
would soon begin." In answer to in- 
quiries, the band waa said to number 
5(3,495 spirits, liirain Abill" was tho 
president. Ho was 1,(100 luilosaway, 
but would be tliero iii half a Rseond. 
Ho said lio was a worlcor in bras.s, but 
would not tell iu what country he was 
born, but when asked of what country 
ho was king, replied "King of Tyro." 
After sitting au iiour, without obtaiu- 
iiigauy iiiauifostations except a few 
raps and tho ringing of a beli, tho 
circle brolco up. A piece was torn 
from tho coal, aud still adhered to tho 
shirt, held by its stitches. The shirt 
sleeve was rent from shoulder to wrist 
ill three places. Tho ca.so looking 
doubtful, the uiodiuin was controlled, 
and a voice said: "I am Dr. Harvey; I 
intended to send a stream of electricity 
up that to sever one thread; but, by Jo, 
it was too strong, and made these 
rents that you see." Tho affair was 
the subject of a coufereuco tho next 
inorniug at the grovo meeting. Tho 
sentiment was in favor of a strict in- 
vestigation.- -Boston Herald.
